THE PUBLIC’S SHARE OF PROFITS. 

Although “with profit” or “ participating” policies 
are somewhat out of the nale of weekly insurance, yet 
it may be of some interest to seo in what manner the 
public do participate. Last year’s profits in one com- 

were declared to be £1,036,984. Please don’t gasp, 
it’s big, but it’s all one year’s profit; but of this trifle 
the shareholders, for simply minding the money, 
grabbed £450,000 hard cash, while the policy-holders, 
who provided all the needful, had £586,984 divided 
between them—and, well, the company is just keeping 
it till they die. but the divided amounts have been 
“ added on to the policies.” 

With so wide a margin as 50 per cent. one would 
expect to find all insurance offices wealthy, yet it is posi- 
tively appalling to find that several offices which have 
collected money for twenty or thirty years can produce 
no more than sayings equal to three or four months’ 
income, é.e., for a policy which has paid for twenty 
ron they have only thirteen weeks’ mo to show. 

ut then, the actuaries tell us they are solvent, and 
dare you disbelieve? 

Now, please, don’t all run to start insurance com- 
anies. It’s going to cost you £20,000 to start with as 
eposit with the rd of Trade.

damper for you, isn’t it? but then what a delightful 
and profitable monopoly it creates for others. How- 
ever, what with exemptions, the Board of Trade has 
only about £200,000 of industrial deposits, and as the 
insurances in force total about £200,000,000, there 
seems to be plenty of room for alterations.
